During the year the News was active in promot- 
ing and improving various aspects of campus lite.

The Gamma Eta Chapter was installed at North Park in 1935. 
The objects of the society are to promote scholarship, develop character, 
and cultivate fellowship among the students of the junior colleges. 


To be eligible for membership a student must be of good moral 
character and possess recognized qualities of citizenship as judged by the 
faculty. At the time of election, he must be within the upper scholastic 
ten percent of the regularly enrolled student body of the college. The 
registrar's office submits the list of names made up on the basis of grade 
points. The Committee on Admissions and Academic Standing makes 
recommendations to the faculty for final action. 


Phi Theta Kappa was incorporated as a national organization in 
1918 in Missouri with eight colleges as charter members. The official 
publication is the Golden Key published five times a year. 


Since Gamma Eta Chapter was established, 427 students have 
been elected to membership.
